FOLSOM, (lP) — 
Plummer, of Folsom prison, 
vealed that the prison 
disclosed information which has made 
it possible to prevent a recurrence Oi 
the bloody rioting which in Septem- 
ber of last year claimed the lif of 
the then Warden, Clarence Larkin. 

Warden Plummer said a_— crude 
“scissors knife’ fashioned from 
thirteen-inch blades and 
ber bands, capable of cutting 
heaf off, have been found in the cell 
bunk of H. G. Wallace, serving a life 
term for grand larceny, from Los An- 
geles. 

A ten-inch knife was also found in 
the quarry box of A. M. Clark, Sac- 
ramento County: convict 

Eight been placed in 
solitary confinement as a result of the 
plot. the warden said. Leaders in the 
plan are liste das Jack Morris, a ha- 
bitual criminal from Los Angeles; 
Noble Morris (no relation), convicted 
of killing the sheriff at Blythe, and W. 
Corley, also convicted of killing a sher- 
iff. 

Plummer revealed the convicts plan- 
ned to grab Guard Captain William J. 
Ryan as he completed the 
count, put the scissors to his head and 
march to the warden's office, seize the 
warden and his car and take Ryan 
and Plummer as hostages. 

Plummer said that Guard Ralph Kil- 
gore gave the tip which resulted in the 
“scissors knife.”

SACRAMENTO, ‘U?)—Gov. 
Merriam today granted a fifth reprieve 
to John and Coke Brite, Siskiyou coun- 
ty triple who were scheduled 
to die tomorrow on the Folsom prison 
gallows. The governor extended the 
execution date to Dec. 9. 

The governor acted in response toa 
request from the advisory pardon board 
which is considering the case for a 
second time. The board notified the 
governor it would be unable to com- 
plete its deliberations before the 
scheduled execution and asked addi- 
tional time. 

The Brite brothers were sentenced to 
hang for the murder of two peace of- 
ficers and a civilian in 1936 at Horse 
Creek, in the remote Siskiyou moun- 
tain country of northern California.
